Teſt is called a Civil Teſt, not becauſe the Act of recgiving 
becomes a Civil or Political Act, by being made a Teſt, but 
only becauſe the end for which it is made à Teſt, relates to 
the Civil State, and the uſo made of the Teſt is politica 
reſpecting the Government.
